A M d KS PROMISED REIMBURSEMENT 


T h e r e seem s to be a good deal of an uproar in Europe over 
the polite request of the United States for reimbursement of the 
$250,000,000 which she has expended to maintain soldiers on the 
Rhine since the conclusion of peace. 
The allied powers protest 
that they are under no obligations to reimburse the United States 
for tile cost of maintaining her soldiers in Germany, inasmuch 
as she did not agree to the treaty of Versailles. 
And they all 
assert that she should look to Germany for payment. 
It is quite true that the United States did not ratify he Ver­ 
sailles treaty, and therefore it was not obligated to maintain 
troops in Germany. 
But although it did not maintain the troops 
there by reason of any commitments under the Versailles treaty, 
it has done so at the specific and urgent requests of the allied 
powers, particularly the British and French governments, which 
argued htat in the event that the United States withdrew her 
troops from the Rhine it would be taken as evidence that the 
United States had broken with the allies and would encoura; 
the German government to resist the term s of the treaty and 
thereby cause trouble to France, Belgium and Great Britain. 
The United States maintained armed forces on the Rhine 
at the urgent request of the allied powers, and they, on their part, 
agreed to see that this country was reimbursed for doing so. 
And yet the Democratic press, as usual, finds it easier to agree 
and sympathize with European critics of America than to stand 
up for Americanism—simply because the 'Senate refused to ratify 
the Versailles treaty when submitted by Mr. Wilson.

SUMS UP USES FOR 


R e p r e s e n ta tiv e Johnson of Washington recently introduced 
a bill in the House on which the committee on immigration and 
naturalization has been struggling for two years. 
This bill is 
particularly interesting to the women of the country, as women’s 
committees on American citizenship in all women’s organizations 
have been agitating for many of its provisions. 
The bill aims, in brief, “to provide a uniform rule of natural­ 
ization and to amend and codify the laws relating to acquisition 
and loss of citizenship; to equalize the citizenship status of men 
and women; to establish, a method for the registration of aliens 
for their better guidance and protection; and for other purposes.” 
Thus is the purpose of the bill stated. 
It is II. R. 10860, and 
anyone may obtain a copy by writing to his or her representative 
in Congress. 
The two points in which the women are mostly concerned, 
and which have been topics of discussion in their meetings and 
conventions for the past two or three years, are: making appli­ 
cants for citizenship learn English, and the granting of inde­ 
pendent citizenship to married women. Those two provisions are 
contained in the bill. Men or women will have to speak, read and 
write the English language before final citizenship papers are 
granted if the bill becomes a law.
